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The Defeated Amendment.

The prohibition amendment has been
finally defeated in the House,and that is
an end of it for this session. When the
compensating rider was fastened upon
it its fate was settled. The proposition
to pay the liquor men damages for their
losses suffered afforded many members a
chance to give it a death stab without
facing the responsibility of making open
opposition to it. And when that condi-
tion had been fastened upon it the pro-
hibitionists themselves were prepared Lo
unite in dispatching the proposition as
then shaped and burying it under in
overwhelming vote of opposition.

Itis certain that asa political factor
the prohibition movement is not as
strord® as it was some years ago. The
politicians are less afraid of it. Later
results in the Western states havestayed
the progress and stopped the eastward
sweep of the prohibition movement. It
is not so certain, however, that the in-
fluence or agitation of the liquor men
has had as much to do with this change
of sentiment as the warnings of some of
the more thoughtful -and conservative
temperance men that prohibition is
neither justified in a code of sound polit-
ical morality nor effective in curing the
ills which spring from the liquor traffic.

Now that there can be no revival of
Lhis subject to practical purpose for two
years, we suggest to the temperance
people that they join in the movement
which the hotel owners and keepers pro-
fess to be anxious to inaugurate, viz:
the enforcement of existing laws on this
subject. If these two influences will
work together to that end, and will make
all persons having licenses keep within
them, and will shut up all places that
have not the accommodations required
by law, and will prevent the licensing of
places not necessary to public entertain
ment. more will have been accomplished
for temperance than ever was recorded
to the eredit of the prohibition or total
abstinence movements., We earnestly
invite the temperance people to give this
plan a two years’ trial.  If it fails, the
public may have sympatlhy with some
other ; if it succeed, the public mind will
be better prepared for pore stringent

THE THREATS OF AFERALE FIRE BUG.

The Fall of & Koof ofa psarniog Bullding
In Nacramento—A Murder Among
Eallroad Employes.
At Atchinson, Kansas, a sensation has
been created owing to the following faets:
A woman named Clara J. Wilson was
taken before the grand jury of Harrison
county, Missouri, with her family to
answer a chargeof arson. As she refused
to testify, she was sent to jail for contempt
of court. BShe her escape and was
lost sight of. Thursday the chief of police
there received a letter from the prosecu-
ting attorney of Harrisou county, which
enclosed one from Clara dated Atchison,
in which, among other things, she states :

“I have burned more than one building,
and before Wednesday night some of
Atchinson will be in ashes like 8.A.Dale's
house. Nobody knows my name, and I
will burn half of Atchinson, kill all I can,
and then go to some other place and kill
and burn more. I will be asa mean asl
can.”

As several aftempts have been made
during the last two weeks to start incen-
diary fires in the business portion of the
city, this gave a clue, and yesterday the
sequel came, Daniel Weeks, who is the
lessee of the Exposition building, came to
the city stating tbhat the stables and barus
on the grounds were in flames, and that
he had chased the woman who set them
on fire over the fields and prairie. Citizens
and officers started in buggies to find her
which they did after a long chase. Bhe
was placed in the county jail. The woman
also fired, earlier in the day, the main
staircase and apartment of the Exposition
building. The fire was extinguished. She
also fired Colonel Brown’s granary.

THE PRESIDENT ATTAUK D BY CHILLS

The FPhysiclans and Uthers Momeniarily
Alwrmed—Roeplog the Llluess B
Ulvse becrert,

The president was taken with a chill
Thursday night on board the Tallapoosa
off SBavannah. He has kept his bed all day.
Plavs for going home have been so much
upset that it is now doubtful if he will
venture on a sea trip. lle returned to the
Tallapoosa to sleep at 11 o'clock Friday
night after a day in town and an evening
at Captain Botts’, on Monterey square,
where he dined. The night air was cool,
and going from a warm room to the ship,
where he had arranged to sleep, he was
chilled. The chill not lcaving him upon
reaching his quarters, he sent for gfr.
Black, the ship’s surgeon, Hestoratives
failed in their effect and the president
took to his bed with a perceptible rigor.
The surgeon then drugged him with mor-
phine. He lay in a stupor until | o’cloek.
The rigor had not abated and the temper-
ature of the body was falling.

Word was conveyed to the commaunding
office that congestion was threatoned and
it was agreed that medical aid should be
summoned from Washington if the symp-
toms continued unfavorable through the
night, About 2 o'clock the body was
cooler and the chill more pronouncead.
More: morphine was injected and the
stupor deepened. Indications of improve-
ment appeared between three and four
o’clock and from then until nine o'clock
this morning, when weak coffee was
ordered, in the hopes of stimulating the
stomach and eliminating in part the effects
of the drug. Two spoonfulls were swal-
lowed but at once rejected. The president
lay with closed eyes for aunother hour,
when be took and retained two spoonfulls
of ginger ale. lle complaived of drcwsy-
nes: and a buzzing head, which he seemed
to think a little exercisa might work off,
but he was weak and the surgeon caution-
ed him vot to think of leaving his voom
and to keep his mind free from worri-
ment for the rest of the day. Ile dozed
at intervals, tho part of the ship in which
he lay being shut off from crew and visit.
ors alike. At noon ho was better and was
slowly mending throughout the after-
noon.

The commanding officer and tho sur-
geon were the only persons attached to
vhe ship who kunew up to noon that the
president had been sick, and suspicion
outside was warded off by the appearaucn
of Socretary Chaundler, Mr. Phillips and
Mr. Miller riding for pleasure on the river
and driving and walking aronnd town all
the morning. The carriages of friends,
moreover, who had been invited to meet
tho president at Captain Botts’ and lunch
there, drove to the residence in Monteroy
square, some of them remaining an hour
or s0 while people within awaited the pres-
dent. They went away disappointed, but
ignorant of the eause of his non-appearance.
Roticenco and evasion were kept up dur-
ing the afternoon aboard the ship aud in
in town beyond a casual announcement
in any evening paper that the president
was indisposed and would rest aboard to-
day in order to transact some importan$
business of state. I'here was not at sun-
set a shadow of a rumor of the truth. The
special car that took the president to
Jacksonville is at the station. Secre
tary Chandler says that should tho presi-
dent be well enongh he will start to-
morrow for Washington by rail, going
directly through, according to the after-
noon’s plans. In that case he will reach
Washington on Sunday night,

The president came out on deck last
night, feeling much better, he said, with-
out apprehension of further trouble. He
will decide this morning by what ronte he
will return home.

¢ Nissan), the childreu of all Israsl in all
zones and climes celebrate for seven days
the Feast of Passover, or feast of unleav

ened bread, in obedience to the diviue
law, Exodas xiii., $ to 8; xxii., 15;
xxvi., 18 ; Leviticus xxiii., 5 to 8 ; Dsut.
xvi.,, 1 to 8. The millions of Israelites
render praise aud thaoks to the Almighty
that He redeemed our fathers from Egyp-
tian bondage, led them from slavery to
liberty, from night to light, from moral
aod political death to the pinoacle of
moral influence and national importance.
The day when the first free nation on the
rocords of history was born is highly im-
portaut to every friend of huamanity ; and
this day was the 15th of Nissan, 1452, B.
C. This day is the first of the Feast of
Passover, A nation, suffering for centu-
ries the wroogs inflioted on it by a despotic
and uvjust dynasty of kings, rises agaiost
its oppressors by divine command ; liberty
and justice trinmph for the first time in
history, injustice and despotism are duly
punished ; this is the cause of the Pass-
over Feast ; as such it is a feast of liberty
and humanity.

The nation which should bring to man-
kind the three most important pillars of
civilization—religion, morals and laws—
was bora the 15th day of Nissan, 1492, B.
C., was wrested from the tyraot’s iron
embraca to become the banner-bearer of a
divine message to mankind; was saved
from the glowing embraca of slavery to
proclaim to the worid the rights of man,
tho image of God; was elevated from the
dust to overthrow the idols anpd their
altars, the hierarchy in heaven aund on
earth; the despotism of the kings and
priests and the iron fate of the gods, and
set in place thereof the significant and
prolific terms, “God, understandiog, jus-
tice and liberty.” This day is the Passach
feaslt, of Israel, a day important to all man
kined. .

And since then (33 centuries have
elapsed), Israel, faithful to its vocation,
has'told every Passach night the story of
liberty and independence, the story of
justice and humanity, to its atteative chil-
dren, and still tells the same story; but
mankind would not listen toit. When

Therefore, go on, Israel, and
reiterate thy old story of redemption, of
justice and liberty until they all listen,
** And the glory of God be revealed, and
all lesh together ses that the mouth of
the Lord spake.”” Goon andtell it to thy
8208 that it be not forgotten that God in-
terfered in behalf of justice, liberty and
bumanity ; that all mankind may see it
and be redeemed. Go on and tell thy
children :  ** That every man must con.
sider himself, as well as he would have
gone out from Egypt.”

A LANDMARK GUNE,

Governor Simon Soyder's Former Kealdence,

Workmen are busily engaged in demol-
ishing the building lately occupied by S,
G. Gensemer, liquor dealor, Nos. 231 and
253 North Queen street. The basement
story of ithe bnilding was of stone, and the
superstructure of heavy hewn logs
weather buarded. The building was erected
about the timo of the Revolutionary
war. It was the residence of Governor
Simon Snyder from 1808 to 1812 when
Lancaster was the capital of the state.
The late Michacl Westhaefler, father of J.
M. Westhaeffer, owned and occupied the
premises for many years, and it was sub-
sequently owned by Isaac DPowl, J.
B. RKauffwan and S. G. Genscmer,
It is Mr. Censemer’'s intention to
erect on the site a fine three story brick
building, to be used as a residence and
place of business.

The demolition of the old building shows
that the adjoining one, occupied by Mrs.
McComsey, and which the outside wall,
supposed to be brick, is alsp a log struc
ture, with nothing but a brick front.

Verdict of Not Gallty Keoderrd in a Larceny

Cnase—Various Uases INsposed of and

llll!. Keturned
Friday Afternoon —Com’th vs. Henry
[Han<, larcemy. The defendant was
charged with stealing 2100, a watoh and
some other things from Abrabam Ebrbart,
of Penn township; the evidence showed
that Haas was in the employ of Ehrhart
as a hired man in Juoe last; on the tirst
day of the moath Ehrbart wont away
from homse to attend a love feast, leaving
Haas at home; he was ssen at the house
up to noon, but was ®aftecwands ssen at
the railroad stativu st Masheim, where he
exhibited a watch which lvoked very
much likd Ebrbart’s; whoo the prosseutor
came home he found that Haas as weil as
the watohh and money was gouae; a fow
months afterward the young man returnel
and was alrested.
The defense call thy acoused to prove
that he had engaged bimselfl to Bowman
& Brackbi!l, of Conu:ugsville, Ohio, and
in fulfillmeut of a promise weut there to
work ; he denied takinz any money, and
when he found that hn was accused heo
quickly came east anl eutered a suit for
slander aga'nst Elbrhact ; the watch de-
fer dent had at Manheim, he claimed, was
his own, and hesold it. Soveral witnesses
testified to the good character of tho ao-
eused. Verdiet not guiley.
Com'th vs. James Cassel alias Jobn
Lowis and John Murray alias Alonzo Mur
rell, alins Haisel, eolored. Both these
men were charged with felonions assault
and battery upon ** Little Ike™ Smith, a
.colored barber in this eity. Oun the 14th of
January the defendants met Smith on the
street and began to quarrel with bhim, in
which Cassel struck him with a crutch
breaking one of his arm. Murray stood
by and encouraged his partuer by saying,
““Go in Sonny.” The defense was that
Smith struck Cassel tirst and Murray did
vothiong at all. The jury convicted Cassel
and acquitted Murray, with county for
costs. Cassel was sentenced Lo five month’s
imprisonment.

Com'th vs. Ele Scholthauer, of Colum-
bia. The defendant was charged with
puisance in keeping a viciousdog. It was
alleged that the dog was in she habit of
lunching off the legs of the passers by.
Valentino Brock tessitied that on ths 20th
he was walkiog through a public alley
which runs by Lhe butcher shop o' de-
fendant when the dog came out and bit
him severely ; this animal was *‘ yallow"'
in eolor and was quite savage.

The defensé was that the dog, which did
the biting, was pot owned by Scholthauer,
but by another man. Oua the day that
Brock was bitten ho was boasting that he
was pot afraid of any dog and the biting
was the resalt of his teasing the animal.
The testimuny in the case was very
amusing, and witnesses were called to
prove his good eharacter.

Howe jumped up avd knocked
him down ; when Ressler got up it was
found that he bad a cut in bis head, It
was pot shown by the testimony whether
the cut was from the blow of tbe assail-
aot or was caused by falling on the floor.
A good character for the defendant was
proven, and the court charged that no
felony had been shown The verdict was,
guilty of simple assanlt and battgry.

Saturday Horning—Com’th vn.&:hriatian
Sharp, confectioner,of this city. He wan in-
dicted for forgingsthe name ot i::8 mother, g,
Isabella Sharp, to a note for 2100dated
Jupe 17, 1881. The noute was alleged to
be signed by the prosecatrix made payable
to the order of Mary Sharp avd endorsed
by Christian Sharp and Mary Sharp, by
way of a transfer to Joseph Royer. Mrs.
Sharp positively swore that the name to
the note was a forgery, and A. R. Sharp,
a brother of the accused, swore to the
same fact. Joseph Royer testified that he
received the note from the accused for 350
in cash and a bill of the same amount,
which he owed him.

The defense called the accused and his
daughter and by him it was shown that
Mrs, Sharp signed this note in their pres-
enco., The note was riven for a book ac-
count of 287.25 aud 12,75 in cash ; the
latter was given her by aceused to make
the sum $100 ; several witnesses testified
that the signature was geovuine. The
commonwealth abandoned this case aiso
and a verdiot of not guilty was taken.
